The unanimous decision to go to 
Berlin wae taken after Sir John 
Bradbury had definitely made

Study of European Finance

a rather long period in Europe. 
makes the interesting statement 
that “the French government is 
poor but the people are not poor.”

Also he makes the statement that 
the situation in Europe is “chane- 
ing, ad! the time,” whereas most of 
the American searchers for truth 
in that part of the world give. us to 
understand that it is a steady 
movement from bad to worse. The 
idea of any recovery hardly enters 
the minds of many people inas- 
much as the theory has been adopt- 
ed that a process of liquidation 
must go on and In the case of some 
countries actual bankfuptcy. 

The bearing of these things on 
American affairs te obvious. In- 
dustry here is considered as find- 
ing its limit of ectivity some time 
in the next year or two in heving 
met the needs of = own e 
and having much less deroand for 
its products in Europe than for- 
meriy. The most common reason 
given for the failure of copper thus 
far to participate in the revival 
which is so conspicuous in the steel 
trade is the tnability of ‘Europe to 
purchase that meta! from the coun- 
try which produces more than all 
others. Germany is particularily 
mentioned in this connection. 


FOREIGN FIELD 

It appears from current statis- 
tica, however, that the foreign trade 
ig moO more blameworthy in this 
| Tespect than the domestic for in the 
| long run it is not desirable that our 
@xports @f merchandise should ex- 
ceed our imports greatly because
